jects -could be attained by federal 
legislation, provided donjrress .saw tit 
to j>ivc it approval. To burden tlie 
constitution with mere legislative en- 
actments is one of the surest ways 
to bring about ils ultimate destruc- 
tion. The amendments suggested by 
the communist 'committee are not the 
iirst^ ones of a legislative nature to 
be proposed.

congress sees the 
introduction ol 


amendments that would have no pro- 
per place in ou-r fundamental law.

eijeniies of communism, but they are 
thoughtlessly playing directly into 
the hands of the communists in seek- 
ing to clutter the Constitution wit!

New York, July 26—The isolation 


program upon which Hiram Johnson 
will stand -against the world

and the League of Nations, was out- 
lined by the California senator in-his 
first speech since his return 
from 


Europe, before a gathering of his 
friends here last night. 


Charging that the international 


court was worse than the League of 
Nations as far as 
entangling the 


United States in European affairs, 
Johnson said: 


''I suggest to my 
conservative 


brethern that recent incidents indi- 
cate they must choose whether pro- 
gressive things shall he done in a 
conservative way or in a

way. You may have to take progress- 
ivism or radicalism will take you". 


- He concluded with this summary: 


"The world court is an utterly fu- 


tile agency for peace—it cannot and 
will not prevent wars and it 
does 


not pretend either in its organization 
or in its operation to do so." 


"It has jurisdiction over 
noth- 


ing'', he continued "except 
what 


countrics'may choose to submit to it. 
Four great member nations, Great 
Britain, France, Italy and 
Japan 


have specifically declined' to submit 
to its compulsory jurisdiction.''
